The best plan would be not to attempt-to 
occupy the whole. The safety of the 
Canal ties in the fact that it is practically 
indestructible, except hy great engineering 
operations whieh would require much time 
and great Fesources, ‘The fleet would be 
ofthe utmost value in preventing the block- 
ing of the waterway by sinking ships’ in it, 
and ought to be able to undertake that 
task by itself, provided always that a 
land foree were present on the shores, and 
capable of preventing the erection of bat- 
teries and the launchinge of torpecous, But 
this is hy no means so easy as it appears 
at first sight. Food, forage, and ammuni- 
tion might he carried w ith the troops, but 
the Canal runs through ‘a burning desert, 
whirh is at this time of year almost Insup- 
portable in the heat of its climate, and 
practically destitute of water fur the supply 
of a large force except at one point, In 
this respect the seizure of theCanal would 
difler from. all other. operations’ in the 
country known to history, Formerly tre 
valley of the Nile was the scene of cam- 
pains and of occupations, ‘To hold the 
Canal would need other’ dispositions and 
Xreater means than have ever been known 
in Egypt... The portion: of the country 
which may be considered available for 
military operations is the trianglecontained 
between Alexandria, Damietta, and Cairo, 
The Canal tes fur to the east of this por- 
sion, and for a great portion of its*length 
is practically devoid of any such supply of 
fresh waler as would be required by an 
expeditionary force’ of any magniude, 
Those, therefore, who speak of the ‘occu- 
pation of the Canal should look the ques- 
tion fairly in ‘the face.

A RECENT number ofthe l/a California con- 
tains some very interesting particulars reluting to 
the Pacific Mail Co. We note that the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company was organized i in New 
York, in 1848, under the suspices of W. 1H, Aspin- 
wall, of the old China, house of, Howland and 
Aspinwall, who did considerable business on the 
west coast of Mexico, and, as aresult, were some-' 
what familar with that trade, The rst steamer 
of the line, which wag subsidized to run between 
Panann and Astoria, via San Bing, Motatlan, 
San- Diego, Monterey and San Francisco, the 
the Janana, 1,080 tong, tefe New Yarle {n the 
latter part of 1848, under: command. of, we be- 
lieve, the now Rear-Admiral Porter, with Daniel 
Murphy as Chief Engineer. After being at sca 
some days, she broke her cylinder-head, and had 
fo return to New York, where she arrived after 
the sailing ofthe Cudijoruéa and Oregon, of the 
same line and of about the same dimensions. 
Before the departure of the Panama from New. 
York the second time, news ‘of. the discovery of 
gald in California reacted there. She was then 
fitted with: deck staterooms. The California, 
under Captain Cleaverand Forbes, a brother of 
our townsman A, B. Forbes, was the first to reach 
San Francisco. , Captain Forbes was taken sick 
before reaching Valparaiso, and came up.as‘a 
passenger under ‘comtnand of Captain Marshall.
